• In 19^5» when the full horror of the Nazi rule of Europe began to 
become apparent, people began speculating with a thrill ef horror, "Sup- 
pose they had won?" They have been speculating this ever since. How- 
ever, in recent years this speculation has been raised in a different 
fashion. Shore arc, regrettably, people who believe that the world 
would today be a better place in which to live if the Third Reich and its 
allies had won World War II. 

Ihc first such speculation came, of course, from a pro-Nazi - an 
American pro-Nazi. His name was Francis Parker Yockoy and. ho was one- 
eighth : Jewish. Sometime in the late 1940's he holed up in a little vilr 
lage in Ireland, and wfeo+o a sprawling, erudite, nearly incomprehensible 
book entitlod ': typerium . Ttiis book has ever since exerted a curious fas* 
cination upon. -the more intellectual sort, of anti-Semite, including Willis 
Carto, who seems to have a finger in every pie from the neo-Fascist oven* 
and James Madole, who runs a gang; of Yorkville hoodlums called "the Na- 
tional Renaissance Party. (Bill Goring, who i-s currently writing a book 
abput this development, says that it is funny- to watch a barely literate 
Jow-ba : iting goon poring over Imporium , which Madole requires all NRP mem- 
bers- to roadi') Yockey .committed" suic ide in a, San Francisco prison cell 
in 1$60| his present-day admirers believe ho was murdered by Jews. 

It was Yockey* s tresis, as nearly as he ,had one, that Hitler was 
mustering European civilization to resist erosion and conquest by the:. 
dark>hordOs of Asia and Africa* and by the 'only ^peripherally European, 
powers such as the British Empire* the Soviet Union, and the United 
States. This notion has since appeared from Sir Oswald Mosloy' and 
other European noo-Fascists, who* are-'trying to hitch their ideologies to

The growth of Communism since 1945 has also stimulated the growth 
of speculation about, how a Nazi victory would have .been b"tter f or the 
world; Yet in retrospect it is difficult to see how a victory over the 
Nazis, no matter how necessary, could have resulted in anything else* 
Cnco Groat Britain and Prance had resolved to -fight Germany over the 
1939 invasion of Poland, the possibility of a Soviet hegemony over half 
of Europe must have been accepted as a necessary cost of this necessary 
war. In the Now York Times Mag a zine of 28 April 197^» the British his- 
torian A. Jv P. Taylor assessed Sir Winston Churchill's impact upon his- 
tory. Of the Soviet- situation, iky lor wrotesi "Dnce Germany was 'defeat- 
ed, Soviet Russia would emerge as ?fch'c only Groat Power on the Continent 
of Europe. In theory the British 'arid Americans .were faced- with a vital 
qucstioni Should they allow Soviet Russia to stop . into this groat posi- 
tion? In practice, the question was never, considered..," 

Nor should it have bren« 'Lot us suppose that, in, 19*4-0, a Little 
Red Devil had. .^pear^d to Churchill," or* to any democratic politician of 
western Europe, presented him with a pact of alliance' with the Soviet 
Union, and shown him : a vision of the wqrid of 1952i the dying paranoid 
Stalin trying .to purge his real anfr imagined cnemiosr war in Korea, war 
in Malaya, war in. Indo-China, a third of humanity taking direction from 
Moscow, ; an "iron Curtain" splitting Europe, the; "Cold' War" threatening 
to develop thermonuclear heat - and Adolf Hitler and his allies nothing 
but unpleasant memories* The pact would have been yanked out of the 
L. R. D.-'s hands' and signed so fast his' wings would - have' been tattered. 

Science-fiction, which speculates on alternate histories, has pro- 
duced several "suirpose-tho-Nazis-had-won" scenarios. In 1950, C. M. 
Kornbluth's story "Iwo, Dooms" appeared in the July issue of Venture . It 
shows a- physicist' at' Los Alamos developing a triggering system for the 
fission bomb, but debates the morality of making it public. A drug-in- 
duced dream takos him^into a future in which the A*bomb was not used, 
and shows it "to be "a German-Japanese condominium.-, with the US-'parti- 
tioncd down the Mississippi into zones of occupation. 'Uie horrors on 
both sides of the demarcation lino cause the physicist to return to his 
own' time rdsoltod to . release his discovery. ^Ihc : story was Kornbluth's : 
attack en the drive to" ban the testing of nuclear weapons, a drive .which 
saw success some four years later with tfie Treaty,, of Moscow^. 

Riilip K. Dlckls Qfoe Man in the High Castle , published in I962, .was 
"a considerable improvement. Like Kornhluth : s story y it assumes that -the 
Axis won World War II and that the US was partitioned- between Germany 
and Japan. (See Robert < Bryan. Iipton's review in GRA'JSTARK,#295 .for de- 
tails.) Ihe cause of the Allied defeat was, rather implausibly, made ,-t.o 
be the assassination of Franklin Do Roosevelt by Giuseppi 'Zangara in . 
1-932. Ihe anti-Nazis arc 'the "good guys in the book, but in a subsequent 
•^discussion in the letter, column of Edmund Me sky. s ' fanzine Nlckas Dick re- 
'vealedthat he felt the postwar 'treatment of Germany, and current atf 1- 
- etudes about Germany, to be too harsh. . ,.

The demonstrations against tho war in Vietnam produced another 
sort of admiration for Nazi ideals. These appeared in Harold Banks' 
Boston Roc ord-Amcr lean column of 11 April 1967; Banks quotes in full a 
letter from an anonymous World War II veteran, though I "believe Banks 
himself to bo its author* 1 The column was sent mo by Brian Libby, as a 
rebuttal to the opposition to the war which- 1 was then purveying* 

"What really upsets me," says Banks in his character as .tho veter- 
an, -"if the thought that things just might have boon bettor if tho Nazi,s 
had won. For example - 1^11 start right off with the draft card burnous 
and their insolent attitude. Had Hitler achieved victory, do you know 
how tho German Youth Guard would have handled thcmV A rifle "butt right 
in the face. That?s how. 

"Item now to those college-boy clowns who hear tho word* Vietnam and 
cry riot.. .How long would the ricts.*.last if a platoon of Nazi storm 
troopers took over? 

"...After a quarter of a century, I just canH snap a salute to 
victory... Maybe the Nazis were right; They brought up their youth with 
a two-fisted, hard-hitting dictum 1 respect your superiors and obey the 
lawi" 

Banks was being premature* f Jn g. little over three years after ho 
wrote those words, ten college students in four states were killed in an 
application of his recommended strategy. As a result, the campuses 
quieted right down, and are now returned to their somnolence of the 
1950 's* Studonts and faculty members are not going to throw their lives 
away in protesting against a government whoso permanent structure is a 
war structure, and which will go to any lengths to preserve itself. Lot 
congressmen, editors* businessmen, or labor loadors yammer for "im- 
peachment". The campuses know what this kind of talk will inevitably

Lost somewhere in the 
shuffle were the 19^0 observations of Joseph Needham that tho Nazi re- 
gime had driven out almost every scientist with an international reputa- 
tion, and that German .contributions to the scientific press had fallen 
precipitously since the Nazis had come to power. (See his book History 
is on tur Side . ) 

In recent years wo have seen a great many "crucial" situations and 
"climactic" struggles come to nought without a definite outcome. But 
veteran war-gamer Gary Gygax, in collaboration with Terry Stafford, has 
written such an alternate outcome to World War II, Their booklet Vic- 
torious Gorman Arms (1973 1 $2*50 from T-K Graphics, P. 0. Box 1951, Bal- 
timore, Md# 21203) describes a situation whore tho Russian front all but 
collapses, giving Germany control of the Caucasian oil fields and caus- 
ing thorn to conquer tho Middle East with the Turks and A^abs as allies.

nato history. The savage behavior of the Germans in the occupied re- 
gions, and the consequent desperate resistance aga v inst 'them, is not ta- 
ken into account; This is not a pro-Nazi book despite its presumption 
of German victories in Russia and the Middle E&st, but it does omit the 
political and social character of the war, treating only the military 
aspects. (Gygax is a Jehovah fs Witness, probably the only one in war-

After the Germans conquer European Russia and the Arab world, the 
war settles into a long, 'costly stalemate; Japan succumbs to the atomic 
bomb, and a rump Soviet state hangs on in Siberia, having deposed Stalin 
as an ineffective loader; Germany als6 gets the atomic bomb, but its 
use is limited by both sides. The war drags on and on, and never comes 
to a definite end. War-weariness causes George Lincoln Rockwell to be 
elected President in i960, but ho is "tragically* assassinated a few 
years later; By the late 1960's a truce of exhaustion more or less 
brings the fighting to an end. 

In actual fact, Germany was never close to getting the atomic bomb. 
The whole direction of their roso^sh into atomic energy was wrong, as 
Goudsmit points out in Alsos » his account of the renewal of contacts be- 
tween American and German physicists after World War II. But if Germany 
had had the atomic bomb during World War II, it is impossible to con- 
ceive of the madmen in charge not using it; And if the Allies had de- 
veloped th c; 1 atomic bomb before Germany's surrender, it certainly would 
have boon used. The bombings of Rotterdam and Coventry by the Axis, and 
of Hamburg and Dresden by the" Allies, wore not the acts of people wil- 
ling to limit aerial warfare;
